ORDER 


The Rajya Sainik Board in its meetings held on 24th November, 2008 and 
25th November, 2009, decided to make some amendments and incorporations to 
certain provisions in the Kerala State Military Benevolent Fund and District 


Military Benevolent Fund . Based on the above said decisions, the Director of 
Sainik Welfare has submitted a proposal to amend certain provisions in the 
existing rules and include some new rules for both Kerala State Military 
Benevolent Fund and District Military Benevolent Fund . Government after having 
examined the matter in detail, are pleased to order that the following rules in the 
Government Orders read above, will be amended as noted against the existing 
rules as well as the new rules will be added with effect from 1-4 - 2010 .
